Seventh Fortnightly 
Crop Report 


Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Province of Alberta, 
Edmonton, July 29, 1931. 


Excellent crop conditions prevail 
in the north central and northern 
parts of the province. In the south- 
Western area rain is needed. All 
grain crops are in a satisfactory 
condition in the district from Cal- 
gary to Macleod. Continued drought 


has resulted in almost a total fail-j 


ure of wheat seeded on spring plow- 
ing on the south-eastern part of the 
province. Crops sown on summer- 
fallow in this area are also light. 
Ninety percent of the wheat is in 
head and early varieties are already 
coloring. 

The Peace River district has re- 
cently received much needed rain 
and there is a prospect of good 
yields over a considerable part of 
the area. ‘Cut worms and lack of 
early moisture will reduce the crops 
in some. sections. The hay crop 
will be short. 

“Thre “hot “weather -of—the~past fow 
days is forcing rapid growth and 
has done much to hasten maturity 
in the area east and west of Edmon- 
ton where growth is rank and ripen- 
ing somewhat later than usual.
